can descent employed in this army as la- 
borers for military purposes, auch lists be- 
ing miulo sufficiently accurate and in de- 
tail to show from whom such person shall 
havo como. 


Persons so subject and.so employed have 


ftlway understood that after being received 
into the military service of tho United 
Slates, in any capacity, thoy could never bo 
reclaimed by thoir former holders. E& 
apt upon such understanding on their part, 
the order of the President as to this class ojf 
persons would be inoperative, Tho gener- 
al commanding therefore fecla authorized 
to declare to all such employees that they 
will receive permanent military protection 
againat any compulsory returu to a condi- 
tion of servitude.

THK POLICY OF EMANCIPATION. 


WORDS OP A TRUE DKMOORAT. 


Letter ftom Holiert D»le Owen. 


To (At ffan. Sdwin Jl, Stanton, Stcrtlary tf IFur : 


My political antecedents aro known to 


you. Always a democrat, but never a pro- 
slavery- democrat; opposed, in principle 
and feeling, from my youth op, to human 
slavery, but believing, until recently, that, 
in the interests of liberty itself, it was the 
part of wisdom in tho north to abstain from 
interference with the danger-fraught domes- 
tic institution of tho south, and to trust to 
time for its eradication; opposed, with a 
hereditary aversion, to war, I was willing, 
before tbe sword was drawn, to make any 
honorable concessions that might avert its 
horrors. 


But political convulsions bring with thorn 


great lessons and new duties. War would 
not, nnder the divine economy, have been 
permitted, as in all past ages it has been, 
it it had not its mission. But to attain the 
good it brings, we must recognize its neces- 
sities. 


No civil war of proportions so gigantic 


as that now raging ever existed iu the world 
before. It differs from all others, both in 
the results sure to ensuo from its protrac- 
tion beyond a brief period, and in the con- 
ditions under which, out of evil, it may 
eventuate in good. In calculating theae, 
time is an essential element. 


Seven or eight hundred millions are 


spent. At the best, as much more ia likely 
to go. Two thousand millions or upwards 
is not an improbable total. That is half 
the national debt of England ; and tbe in- 
terest on it (probably at almost double the 
rate she pays) will make our annual burden 
neatly equal to hers. If the war lasts three 
yearu longer, these figures may be doubled. 
It must not last three years longer, unless 
we are willing to risk national bankruptcy. 


How is it to be terminated ? 
By concession ? That is no longer iu 


our power. We can buy a truce, a pause, 
by concession to tho south—nothing more. 


By force of arms, then? 
But if by 


force it must be quickly done. Delay ia 
defeat. 


And it must bo effectually done. After 


one such war the nation may revive, its en- 
ergies still elastic; solvent still, and re- 
spected. A second will ruin it financially, 
to say nothing of worse ruin. To save the 
country, then, tho war mu«t not terminate 
without a sufficient guarantee against its 
resumption. 


How can the war be quickly and effectu- 


ally terminated ? What guarantee is suffi- 
cient that it will not be resumed ? 


Gradually, very gradually, as this contest 
viiuuumijr, vci^ 


proceeded, have* I" been approaching tbe 
conviction that there is but ono such guar- 
anty: the emancipation of negro slaves 
throughput tho contiuont. Perhaps—but 
as to this I am less certain—that measure 
is the only sure means of terminating, 
quickly and effectually, this war. The re- 
cent reverse under General McClellau, tho 
scattered rebel fires daily bursting forth iu 
states which our forces had already overrun, 
the fact that wo are fighting against bravo 
man of our own race, all increase tho prob- 
ability that we must deprive the south of a 
legal right to its four millions of laborers, 
before wo can succeed against their masters 
in a reasonable time and in an effectual 
rummer. 


I am not au advocate of revolutionary 


short-cuts out of a difficulty. I run not in 
favor of violating the constitution by way 
ol' escaping a danger. 
There might bo im- 


mediate advantage, but the precedent iu 
replete with peri). 


Could slavery havo been abolished by 


northern action, whilo peace yet existed 
between tho north and south, without a vi- 
olation of the constitution ? in other words 


If. previously to such intervention, we 


shall have issued a general declaration of 
emancipation, then we shall stand before 
Europe as the champions of human liberty, 
while our enemies will be regarded as the 
advocates of human servitude. 
Public 


opinion in England, in France, and through- 
out Europe generally, will then^ prevent the 
respective governments from intervening, 
except it be in our favor. No European 
government dare place itself in the attitude 
of a slavery protector. 


If, on the contrary, we shall have left the 


issue as it now stand, our'policy ,indicated 
only by the confiscation act, not broadly 
and boldly announced, and more especially 
if the south, despairing of saving her va- 
vorlte institution^ concedes, as the price of 
foreign recognition aud support, a volun- 
tary system of gradual emancipation—not 
at all an unlikely move—then the sympa- 
thy of public opinion throughout Europe 
will bo with tho south, and will sustain any 
action in her favor. 


Think, too, in such an event, how false 


our position ! How low we shall have fal- 
len in the eyes of the world ! How unen- 
viable the place we shall occupy in history 
through all time. 


It is idle gasconade to Bay that, thus sit- 


uated, we can defy Europe. Let the south, 
by conceding emancipation, secure the sym- 
pathy and the permanent services of her 
four millions of laborers, without action of 
ours ; then throw into the scale against us 
the thirty millions of England, the forty 
millions of France—and who shall say how 
many tons of millions besides?—and what 
chance for success, or for reputation, shall 
wo have, struggling for nothing nobler than 
self existence, iu equivocal attitude before 
tho world, matched against opponents who 
shall have forestalled us and assumed tho 
initiative of progress? 


While the contest assumes no higher 


character than that of a portion of a great 
nation desiring a separation from the moth- 
er country and forcibly casting off its au- 
thority, what more sympathy can wo expect 
from Europe than we ourselves gave to 
Spain when'she lost Mexico, or to Mexico 
when Texas struck for her independence ? 
Until the issuo is changed, so that the great 
question of human liberty becomes involv- 
ed in it, wo must expect from European 
powers at the best only indiflerenca; coup- 
led, prob&hly, with the feeling that aa Mex- 
ico succeeded against Spain and Texas 
against Mexico, so will a southern confed- 
eracy finally maintain itself against us. 


That a declaration of emancipation was 


not issued a year ago, I do not regret, 
Great changes must mature iu public opin- 
ion before thoy can be safely carried out. 
Extreme measures, to be justified and to bo 
effectual, must often bo preceded by long- 
tried conciliation. Yet in national emer- 
gencies it may be as dangerous to disap- 
point as to anticipate public opinion. And 
1 confess my fears for the result if decisive 
measures are longer delayed. 


Stand where we are we cannot; and to 


go on is less dangerous than to retrace our 
stops. We ought never to have proposed 
emancipation with compensation to loyal 
slaveowners, nor declared to tho diidoyal, 
ns by law we have, that their slaves shall be 
liberated without compensation, if we did 
not intend to follow out tho policy we com- 
menced. We havo incurred the odium 5 
let us reap the benefit. 


Nor do I perceive how we can free tho 


slaves of rebels, yet reasonably expect to 
•etaiii slavery in the border states, even in 
refusing the offer of tbe President. Hav- 
ing intervened so far, extirpation of slave- 
ry, the only effectual policy, becomes tho 
safest also. 


All men in the north will not acquiesce. 


Neither did all acquiesce when tho war was 
commenced; yet who that ia loyal opposes 
it now? And what would have been the

without a revolutionary act ? Clearly not. 
Can slavery be eradicated now, in war, 
without such violation ? If emancipation 
be necessary to ensure the permanent peace 
and safety of our government, and if vro 
aro willing to pay to all loyal slave-owners, 
a reasonable price for their slaves, clearly 
Jes-For no principle ,iu law ia better estab- 
lished than this, that when important pub- 
lic interests demand it, private property 
may be taken, at a fair appraisement for 
public use. The opening of a otreet is im- 
proving a city, the running of a railroad, 
aro held in this aud other civilized conn- 
tries, to be objects of sufficient importance 
to justify what tho French law calls "qp- 
propriationforceepour cavse d'utiliie jnib- 
tique." 


But of importance how utterly trivial is 


the opening of a street or of a railroad 
compared to the preservation, in its integ- 
rity, of the greatest republic upon earth ! 


Ought we to declare general emancipa- 


tion, coupled with the provision for the pay- 
ment, to all loy \1 slaveholders, of the fair- 
ly appraised value of their slaves ? This 
question resolves itself into another: Have 
things gone so far that tho Uniou, in its 
peaceful integrity, and negro slavery within 
itfl borders, can no longer co-exist ? That 
it THE ORBAT QUESTION OF THE DAY.

think it must be answered even now, in the 
affirmative. Every month that passes is 
converting hundreds of thousands of mode- 
rate and conservative aid peace-loving men 
to tho same opinion. They despair of sec- 
tional friendship or national peace, until 
the teeming causa of mortal hatred and 
civil war ia root id out forever. 


Havo wo tho moans of paying loyal slave 


ownera a fair price for their slaves ? If we 
act now, beforj a protracted contest has ex- 
hausted 3Ur resources, yes. If we watt for 
the termination of a threa or four years' 
war, very certainly, no. 


In that price, deportation must not bo es- 


timated. The south asserts that negro 
slaves are indispensable to her. That is 
only so far true, that she t'oes absolutely 
need hired negro workmen, and ought not 
to be deprived of them. Her agriculture 
would, for a time, be ruined without them. 
But no good man desires a settlement un- 
der which any section ofour country would 
be even temporarily ruined, 


Nor can it be doubted that tho south, 


however strong her prejudices and tradi- 
tions in favor of owning her laborers, has 
herself been brought, by tbe perils of the 
hour, to think seriously of a change ofays- 
tern as tbe only means left her to obtain aid 
and comfort from Europe. Nor can all her 
leaders be wholly blind to the fact that such 
a change of system would advance iu the 
end, beyond calculation, her material pros- 
perity. 


Suppose a declaration, to the effect that 


the government, urged by tho necessity of 
self-preservation, takes at a fair valuation, 
the slave property of tho south ? Will such 
a declaration came n negro insurrection 
and indiscriminate assassination of whites 
throughout tho slave states ? The result, 
so far, has clearly shown that tho negro, 
mild and long-suffering, and often attached 
to his owner, is little disposed to resist, un- 
der an organization of his own. Once as- 
sured of freedom, he will gradually join 
our cause—that is all. He can theu be 
hired as laborer or soldier, as may seem fit 
—payment being made for him if his mas- 
ter proves to be loyal, and his services be- 
ing confiscated if these are due to a rebel. 
Iu all this we are clearly in our right. 


Look now at the question in its foreign 


aspect, under the chances of European in- 
tervention. Bo thoso chances great or 
small, intervention may occur, and that ere 
long, 
If it occur, its character will chiefly de- 


pend upon 
what shall have been the 


antecedent action of our government in re- 
gard to slavery. 


result had we waited, oro we commenced 
the war, for unanimity? 


Somo will fall off. So be it 1 There is 


small loss in that. And there is some gain. 
Better an open enemy than a worthless 
friend. It is time that men were Inking 
sides. As things now stand I see no use 
in conciliating tho half loyal. He who is 
not for us is against ns. 


I think the people are ready. I believe 


that tho loyal citizens of the north, with 
such small proportion of exceptions ns in 
radical national changes must bo disregard- 
ed, are to-day prepared for emancipation. 
They havo paid for it in treasure, in blood; 
not by their option. They feel that the 
sacrifices they have made, and have still to 
make, are too vast to havo been incurred, 
except in purehase of a great pledge of 
perpetual safety and peace. 


Reflecting men feel, too, that such a 


pledge ia a national, not merely a northern, 
necessity. Tbe south, exhausted and suf- 
fering, needs it to the full as much aa we. 
She will aoon perceive, if eha does not al- 
ready, that two parts of one nation, or even 
two coterminous nations, can never again 
exist in amity on this continent, one slave 
the other free. She cannot but see that fu- 
gitive-slave law difficulties, if no others ex- 
isted, would oufiice to prevent this. 


It is not the question whether a paper 


declaration, easilr issued, will or will not 
be followed by a thousand practical difficul- 
ties. The uprooting of ancient and gigan- 
tic abuse always involves such. Nor sho'd 
we be called upon to predict in advance 
(for who can entirely foresee ?) how each 
of these will ultimately be solved. The 
true question ia, whether greater difficul- 
ties, even insuperable ones, do not beset 
any other policy. Pressed home as we are, 
to avoid obstacles ia Impossible. 
We can 


but select the least formidable, Tho lives 
of the beat of ua are spent in choosing be- 
tween evils. 


When dangara surround us, we must 


walk, in a measure, by faith. Lot us do 
what we can, and leave to God the issue. 
We may best trust to Him when we enter 
Hia path of progress. 
He aids those who 


walk in it. 


I feel assured that final success awaits 


us in pursuing such a path. And I see no 
other road out of the darkness.

HE POLICY OF EMANCIPATION. 


WORDS OF A TRUE DEMOCRAT. 


Xietter from Robert Dale Owen. 


tin Son. Sctwin M, Sttmtm, Secretary of War : 
My political antecedents are known to 
ou. Always a democrat, but never a pro- 
avery democrat; opposed, in principle 
nd feeling, from my youth up, to human 
avery, but believing, until recently, that, 
n the interests of liberty itself, it was the 
art of wisdom in the north to abstain from 
nterference with the danger-fraught domes- 
c institution of the south, and to trust to 
me for its eradication; opposed, with a 
ereditary aversion, to war, I was willing, 
efore the sword was drawn, to make any 
onorable concessions that might avert ita 
orrors. 
But political convulsions bring with them 
real lessons and new duties. 
War would 


ot, under the divine economy, have been 
ermitted, as in all past ages it has been, 


it had not its mission. 
But to attain the 


opd it brings, we must recognize its neces- 
ities. 


No civil war of proportions so gigantic 
s that now raging ever existed in the world 
efore. It differs from all others, both in 
be results sure to ensue from ita protrac- 
ion beyond a brief period, and in the con- 
'itions under which, out of evil, it may 
ventilate in good. In calculating these, 
ime is an essential element. 


Seven or eight hundred millions are 


pent. At the best, as much more ia likely 
o go. Two thousand millions or upwards 
s not an improbable total. That is half 
he national debt of England ; and the in- 
ere&t on it (probably at almost double the 
rate she pays) will make our annual burden 
neatly equal to hers. If the war lasts three 
ream longer, these figures may be doubled. 
[t must not last three years longer, unless 
we a::e willing to risk national bankruptcy. 


flow is it to be terminated ? 
By concession ? That is no longer iu 


our power. We can buy a truce, a pause, 
ay concession to the south—nothing more. 


By force of arms, then? 
But if by 


orce it must be quickly done. Delay is 
defeat. 


And it must be effectually done. 
After 


one such war the nation may revive, its en- 
ergies still elastic; solvent still, and re- 
spected. 
A second will ruin it financially, 


to say nothing of worae rain. To save the 
country, then, the war must not terminate 
without a sufficient guarantee against its 
resumption. 


How can the war be quickly and effectu- 


ally terminated ? What guarantee is suffi- 
cient that it will not be resumed ? 


Gradually, very gradually, as this contest 


proceeded, have I been approaching the 
conviction that there is but one such guar- 
anty: the emancipation of negro slaves 
throughout the continent. Perhaps—but 
as to this I am less certain—that measure 
is the only sure means of terminating, 
quickly and effectually, this war. The re- 
cent reverse under General MoClellan, the 
scattered rebel fires daily bursting forth in 
states which our forces had already overrun, 
the fact that we are fighting against brave 
men of our own raee, all increase the prob- 
ability that we must deprive the south of a 
legal right to its foar millions of laborers, 
before we can succeed against their masters 
in a reasonable time and in an effectual 
manner. 


I am not au advocate of revolutionary 


short-cuts out of a difficulty. I am not in 
favor of violating the constitution by way 
of escaping a danger. There might be im- 
mediate advantage, but the precedent is 
replete with peril. 


Could slavery have been abolished by 


northe.-n action, while peace yet existed 
between the north and south, without a vi- 
olation of the constitution ? iu other words 
without a revolutionary act ? Clearly not. 
Can slavery be eradicated now, in war, 
without such violation ? If emancipation 
be necessary to ensure the permanent peace 


ucl safety of our government, and if we 
ire willing to pay to all loyal slave-owners, 


reasonable price for their slaves, clearly 
es. 
For no principle ,in law is belter eatab- 


ished than thia, that when important pub- 
ic interests demand it, private property 
may be taken, at a fair appraisement for 


ublic use. The opening of a street is im- 


proving a city, the running of a railroad, 
ire held in this and other civilized conn- 
ries, to be objects of sufficient importance 
o justify what the French law calls " ap- 
propriation forcee pour cavse d'utilite pub- 
ique." 


But of importance how utterly trivial is 


he opening of a street or of a railroad 
compared to the preservation, in its integ- 
rity, of the greatest republic upon earth I 


Ought we to declare general emancipa>- 


,ion, coupled with the provision for the pay- 
ment, to all loyil slaveholders, of the fair- 
y appraised value of their slaves ? This 
question resolves itself into another: Have 
things gone so far that the Union, iu its 
Deaceful integrity, and negro slavery within 
ts borders, can no longer co-exist ? That

think it must be answered even now, in the 
affirmative. 
Every month that paaaes is 


converting hundreds of thousands of mode- 
rate and conservative and peace-loving men 
to the same opinion. They despair of sec- 
tional friendship or national peace, until 
the teeming causa of mortal hatred and 
civil war is rooted out for ever. 


Have we the means of paying loyal slave 


owners a fair price for their slaves? If we 
act now, before a protracted contest has ex- 
hausted our resources, yea. If we wait for 
the termination of a three or four years' 
war, very certainly, no. 


In that price, deportation must not be es- 


timated. The south asserts that negro 
slaves are indispensable to her, That is 
only so far true, that she c'oes absolutely 
need hired negro workmen, and ought not 


If, previously to such intervention, we 


shall have issued a general declaration of 
emancipation, then we shall stand before 
Europe as the champions of human liberty, 
while our enemies will be regarded as the 
advocates of human servitude. 
Public 


opinion iu England, in France, and through- 
out Europe generally, will then prevent the 
respective governments from intervening, 
except it be in our favor. No European 
government dare place itself in the attitude 
of a slavery protector. 


If, on the contrary, we shall have left the 


issue as it now stand, our'policy indicated 
only by the confiscation act, not broadly 
and boldly announced, and more especially 
if the south, despairing of saving her va- 
vorite institution, concedes, as the price of 
foreign recognition and support, a volun- 
tary system of gradual emancipation—not 
at all an unlikely move—then the sympa- 
thy of public opinion throughout Europe 
will be with the south, and will sustain any 
action in her favor. 


Think, too, in such an event, how false 


our position ! How low we shall have fal- 
len iu the eyes of the world ! How unen- 
viable the place we shall occupy in history 
through all time. 


It is idle gasconade to say that, thus sit- 


uated, we can defy Europe. Let the south, 
by conceding emancipation, secure the sym- 
pathy and the permanent services of her 
four millions of laborers, without action of 
ours ; then throw into 'the scale against us 
the thirty millions of England, the forty 
millions of France—and who shall say how 
many tens of millions besides?—and what 
chance for success, or for reputation, shall 
we have, struggling for nothing nobler than 
self existence, in equivocal attitude before 
the world, matched against opponents who 
shall have forestalled us and assumed the 
initiative of progress? 


While the contest assumes no higher 


character than that of a portion of a great 
nation desiring a separation from the moth- 
er country and forcibly casting off its au- 
thority, what more sympathy can we expect 
from Europe than we ourselves gave to 
Spain when'she lost Mexico, or to Mexico 
•when Texas struck for her independence ? 
Until the issue is changed, so that the great 
question of human liberty becomes involv- 
ed in it, we must expect from European 
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owers at the best only indifference; coup- 


led, probably, with the feeling that aa Mex- 
ico succeeded against Spain and Texas 
against Mexico, so will a southern confed- 
eracy finally maintain itself against us. 


That a declaration of emancipation was 


not issued a year ago, I do not regret, 
Great changes must mature iu public opin- 
ion before they can be safely carried out. 
Extreme measures, to be justified and toba 
effectual, must often be preceded by long- 
tried conciliation. Yet in national emer- 
gencies it may be as dangerous to disap- 
point as to anticipate public opinion. And 
I confess my fears for the result if decisive 
measures are longer delayed. 


Stand where we are we cannot; and to 


go on is less dangerous than to retrace our 
steps. 
We ought never to have proposed 


emancipation with compensation to loyal 
slaveowners, nor declared to the disloyal, 
as by law we have, that their slaves shall be 
liberated without compensation, if we did 
not intend to follow out the policy we com- 
menced. We have incurred the odium; 
let us reap the benefit. 


Nor do I perceive how we can free the 


slaves of rebels, yet reasonably expect to

to be deprived of them. 
Her agriculture 


would, for a time, be ruined without them. 
But no good man desires a settlement un- 
der which any section of our country would 
be even temporarily ruined. 


Nor can it be doubted that the south, 


however strong her prejudices and tradi- 
tions in favor of owning her laborers, has 
herself been brought, by the perils of the 
hour, to think seriously of a change of sys- 
tem as the only means left her to obtain aid 
and comfort from Europe. Nor can all her 
leaders be wholly blind to the fact that such 
a change of system would advance iu the 
end, beyond calculation, her material pros- 
perity. 


Suppose a declaration, to the effect that 


the government, urged by the necessity of 
self-preservation, takes at a fair valuation, 
the slave property of the south ? Will such 
a declaration cauie a negro insurrection 
and indiscriminate assassination of whites 
throughout the slave states ? The result, 
so far, has clearly shown that the negro, 
mild and long-suffering, and often attached 
to his owner, is little disposed to resist, un- 
der an organization of his own. Once aa- 
sured of freedom, he will gradually join 
our cause—that is all. He can then be 
hired as laborer or soldier, as may seem fit 
—payment being made for him if his mas- 
ter proves to be loyal, and his services be- 
ing confiscated if these are due to a rebel. 
In all this we are clearly in our right. 


Look now at the question in its foreign 


aspect, under the chances of European in- 
tervention. 
Be those chances great or 


email, intervention may occur, and that ere 
long. 


If it occur, its character will chiefly de- 


pend upon 
what shall have been the 


antecedent action of onr government in re- 
gard to slavery. 


main slavery in the border states, even in 
refusing the offer of the President. Hav- 
ing intervened so far, extirpation of slave- 
ry, the only effectual policy, becomes the 
safest also. 


All men in the north will not acquiesce. 


Neither did all acquiesce when the war was 
commenced ; yet who that is loyal opposes 
it now? And what would have been the 
result had we waited, ere we commenced 
the war, for unanimity ? 


Some will fall off. So be it 1 There is 


small loss in that. And there is some gain. 
Better an open enemy than a worthless 
friend. 
It is time that men were taking 


aides. As things now stand I see no use 
in conciliating the half loyal. 
He who is 


not for us is against us. 


I think the people are ready. I believe 


that the loyal citizens of the north, with 
such small proportion of exceptions as in 
radical national changes must be disregard- 
ed, are to-day prepared for emancipation. 
They have paid for it in treasure, in blood : 
uot by their option. They feel that the 
sacrifices they have made, and have atill to 
make, are too vast to have been incurred, 
except in purehase of a great pledge of 
perpetual safety and peace. 


Reflecting men feel, too, that such a 


pledge is a national, not merely a northern, 
necessity. 
The south, exhausted and suf- 


fering, needs it to the full as much as we. 
She will soon perceive, if she does not al- 
ready, that two parts of one nation, or even 
two coterminous nations, can never again 
exist in amity on this continent, one slave 
the other free. She cannot but see that fu- 
gitive-alave-law difficulties, if no others ex- 
isted, would suffice to prevent this. 


It is not the question whether a paper 


declaration, easily issued, will or will not 
be followed by a thousand practical difficul- 
ties. The uprooting of ancient and gigan- 
tic abuse always involves such. Nor sho'd 
we be called upon to predict in advance 
(for who can entirely foresee?) how each 
of these will ultimately be solved. 
The 


true question is, whether greater difficul- 
ties, even insuperable ones, do not beset 
any other policy. Pressed home as we are, 
to avoid obstacles is impossible. 
We can 


but select the least formidable. The lives 
of the best of us are spent in choosing be- 
tween evils. 


When dangers surround us, we must 


walk, in a measure, by faith. 
Let ns do 


what we can, and leave to God the issue. 
We may best trust to Him when we enter 
His path of progress. 
He aids those who 


walk in it. 


I feel assured that final success awaits 


us iu pursuing such a path. And I see no 
other road out of the darkness.

MEMORANDUM.—At sunrise Sunday, Aug. 


3d, 1862, a party of Parsons' Tcxans, un- 
der Parsons himself, surprised a detach- 
ment of about 175 of the first Wisconsin 
cavalry, under Major Kggleston, in camp on 
the north side of L'Anguille river, at the 
ferry between Mudiaon and Helena. 
The 


detachment was escorting a large wagon 
train, a large number of mules and horses, 
rations, ammunition, sick, &c. 


Seven were killed outright, and about 30 


wounded—five believed mortally. Among 
the killed is the chaplain (Dunmore,) who 
fell dead where he stood, fighting splendid- 
ly. Major Eggleston is safe in camp. 


All in Mariana able to ride were taken 


prisoners, except such as made their escape 
into the woods. An exact account cannot 
yet be made up. 


The ambulances, wagons, animals and 


supplies were mostly carried off; the rest 
were burnt. 


Lieut. Col. La Grange and Major Torry 


are in pursuit towards Madison, with a mod- 
erate force. 


Major Pomeroy is in command of the 


camp at Mariana, with about fifty men, 
guarding a large train of supplies. 


Col. Daniels has been for several days at 


Helena.
